Canadians have had it up to the eyeballs with the lousy 

postal service. Deliveries are slow and thereare less of 
them per day, and per week, than there used to be. And 
costs are ever-increasing due, in part, to such stupid 
practices as the issuing of new, expensive and huge 
stamps which take up almost a quarter of the front of an 
envelope. 

The present strike is the last straw! 

The postal service is a monopoly as far as most 
Canadians are concerned. A postal strike can strangle 
our economy. Thousands of small businesses could go 
down the drain because of the serious effect of the strike 
on their cash flow, and thousands of Canadians may be 

put out of work, all because the federal gov ernment and 
some 23,000 members of the Canadian Union of Postal 
Workers can not settle their disagreements in a 
responsible manner. 
You can put the blame wherever you think it should 
lie ... 
on the postal workers whose demands appear 
outrageously irresponsible: four weeks vacation after 
five years’ service, a 12th statutory holiday, a new 
premium pay formula (what is it they are asking 
for....about $25,000 a year?), and 17 weeks paid maternity 
leave (every year, | wonder?). The rest of us should have 
it so good! 


----OR you can blame the federal government which 
gave them the right to strike some few years ago and 
now refuses to accept the conciliation board chairman’s 
report as a precondition for talks. 


It doesn’t really matter now where the fault lies. It’s 
too late for blaming. But it is quite evident by now that" 
the postal service in its present form cannot fulfill the 
obligations required of it. It’s time for a drastic change 
Otherwise, we will be faced with a continuing series of 
strikes or threats of strikes.

If you're a senior citizen in the 
Quinte area, yo u may recognize 
the old lighthouse in the 
accompanying aerial shot. It 
used to be known as the 
Telegraph Light, and was in 
Telegraph Narrows between 
Tyendinaga Reserve and the 
Northport Road in Sophias- 
burgh Township. 


During the first world war, 
when the lighthouse was in 
operation, th ere was an air force 
training centre here and aerial 
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remember Telegraph Light 


photos were not uncommon. 


the picture was brought into 
the Scanner by Don Lindsay of 
Deseronto, whose grandfather, 
Murney Benn, was the last 
keeper of the old lighthouse. 


‘My mother, Ida Benn, lived 
there when she was growing up,” 
Don said. ‘My father, James, met 
her when he came here to work 
on the dredging of the channel. 
Shortly after they got married, 
he enlisted in the first world war, 


and we lived at the light house 
for a while.’ 


This picture, and several 
others of the lighthouse, were in 
an old family album which now 
belongs to his aunt, Annie 
(Benn) Lott, of Flint, Michigan. 
Another aunt, Helen (Benn) 
Dulmage, died not too long ago 
in Picton.

Excitement at Shannonville 


There will be a lot of 
excitement this weekend at the 
Shannonville Motorsport Park 
when crowds gather for the Race 
Ontario Castrol Championships. 
As many os 3000 people may 
attend. In fact, racing at the park 
is becoming so popular that 
additional grandstands are 
having to be built. 


The Race Ontario Castrol 
Championship is a nine-event 
automobile road racing series, 
featuring five events at the 
Shannonville Motorsport Park, 
and four at Mosport. 


The Shannonville track is a 
tight and twisty 1.1 mile circuit. 
Road racing is done on circuits 
which approximate ordinary 
roads in that they have both right 
and left hand turns, hairpin 
corners, long, undulating 
straightaways or short, flat ones. 


Formula Ford is one of the 
nationally and/or regionally 
recognized classes for road 
racing eligible for the Race 
Ontario Castrol Championships. 


Formula Ford is perhaps the 
most popular of the regional 
classes due to the fact that these 
open-wheeled , open cockpit, 
pure bred race cars reach higher 
speeds (110 MPH on thestraight) 
than the formula Vees of Hondas 
or other race cars. But the other 
classes are not to-be outdone by 
Formula Ford. they provide the 
same high degree of competit- 
iveness, the same great racing. 


Current leader in sports racing 
is Chuck Storrie of St. Catharines 
in a Lola T-324 Super Vee who 
holds the Shannonville lap 
record for his class at 48.81 
seconds. Concord’s Peter 
Wright leads in the points for

Considerable attention is being focussed this summer on the Beaver 
Meadow Wildlife Management Area at East Lake. Resources planner 
Heather Rutherford looks on as Experience ’81 students Steven Bowen 
and Bill Baker look over their notes. Experience ’81 is funded by the 
Ministry of the Environment and is a joint program between Loyalist 
College and the Ministry of Natural Resources. Under this program 
these two students are conducting a water management study and are 


involved in Beaver Meadow.

Unlike many conservation 
areas, this one does not boast a 
well-groomed. parking lot, 
picnic tables and other 
recreational facilities. In fact, if 
you aren’t looking, you could 
miss the turnoff altogether; even 
the sign remains hidden behind 
a cluster of overhanging 
branches. 


An information guide says the 
property is ‘designed for 
cautious use by the public.’ 


A great deal of attention has 
been focussed on the 219-acre 
acres at East Lake in the last three 
years , known as the Beaver 
Meadow Wildlife Management 
Area. Owned by the Prince 
Edward Region Conservation 
Authority (PERCA), it was the 
first tract of land purchased by 
the Authority, in 1970, and is 
primarily a wildlife habitat area) 
providing home for beaver, 
wood ducks, upland game birds 
and numerous small animals. 
There is a colony of great blue 
herons established in the 
swamp, one of six such heronries 
in Prince Edward County. 


It was the beaver which 
created the flooded habitat; 
however, the water levels 
maintained by the beaver are 
not always suitable for the 
existing species of waterfowl, or 
for the adjacent land owners. It 
was in 1979 when PERCA began 
working with Ducks Unlimited, a 
private non-profit conservation 
organization, to construct a 
waterfowl habitat at Beaver 
Meadow

A dam, at a cost of $30,000, 
funded entirely by Ducks 
Unlimited, was completed 
recently which will allow a more 
careful regulation of the water 
level as situations dictate. 


‘It was only through the c0- 
operation between the private 
landowners, Ducks Unlimited 
and PERCA that the project 
became a reality,’ stresses Lorne 
Merritt, resources manager with 
PERCA. 


Heather Rutherford, re- 
sources planner for PERCA says 
they hope to lower the water 
level of Beaver Meadow in the 
near future for a period of time 
to encourage new vegetation, 
necessary for waterfowl 
recruitment, to take place. 
Nearly all of the vegetation and 
trees have died as a result of the 
conditions in the flooded 
section of the conservation area. 
Presently, four species of 
waterfowl are breeding there, 
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says Ms Rutherford - mallards, 
black ducks, blue-winged teal 
and wood ducks, the latter 
species nesting in large nest 
boxes erected by PERCA staff. 


‘We are taking a close look at 
Beaver Meadow this year,’ says 
Ms Rutherford who is working 
this summer on a_ wildlife 
management plan for the area. 
Lorne Merritt says the area has 
great potential, but it would be 
unwise to promote activities that 
would jeopardize the delicate 
ecosystem. 


The resources planner 
describes the area as having 
three distinct ecosystems - 
swamps, fields and woods - far 
more diversified, she says, than 
any of the other areas the 
Authority own. PERCA staff are 
looking into the possibility of an 
interpretative centre and an 
improved system of trails. 


As well, Beaver Meadow is 
rich in history. For a short but 
intense period of time. during 
the early 20th century, the 
McMullen family created the 
Beaver Meadow Complex. 
Purchased by the family in 1910, 
the property blossomed with 
numerous enterprises, including 
a drying kiln, celery storeroom, 
dining hall and a machine shop. 
The family grew celery and 
mushrooms, harvested sugar 
turnips, produced maple syrup, 
raised chickens and manufact- 
ured explosives. Traces of these 
projects can still be seen - the 
ruins of the celery shed, the 
drying kiln and the causeway 
leading across the flooded 
meadow which the McMullen 
family built. 


PERCA ..owns 11 properties: 
Macaulay Mountain Conser- 
vation Area where the PERCA 
headquarters are located, 
Bloomfield Mill Dam Conser- 
vation Area, Consecon Mill 
Dam, Consecon Lake Dam 
Conservation Area, Demorest- 
ville Dam Conservation Area,- 
Beaver Meadow Wildlife 
Management Area, Massasauga 
Point Conservation Area, 
Milford Mill Pond and Dam 
Conservation Area, Little Bluff 
Conservation Area, the Lowey- 
Carley property and the 
Allisonville property, the latter 
two serving as roadside stops 
and parkettes. 


Established in 1965, PERCA is 
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one of 38 such Authorities in 
Ontario, managing 390 square 
miles which comprise the 
political boundaries of Prince 
Edward County. 


The Prince Edward Region 
Conservation Authority has 
come a long way since 1965 
when it wandered around 
helplessly for five years before 
obtaining its first piece of 
property, its advisory boards 
meeting in difficult to find 
corner offices. 


One former member who 
served on an advisory board 
shortly after PERCA was formed, 
remembers the then resources 
manager, Jim Anderson, who 
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joytully exploded just after the 
Beaver Meadow was purchased 
in 1970, At last we have some 
iand - now let's get to work!’
